\yriters, that the publishers aim to meet the wants of the pub- 
lic; and so tlie preference is in most cases given toi the writings 
of men and women of established reputation

ers, male or female, who by any means have come into prom- 
inence. They may not have demonstrated capacity as lec- 
turers and their ofTenng-f may be extiemely commonplace, but 
if their names and pictures have appeared in the papeis to a.
